Laos Troops 
Routed by 
the Enemy 


VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) — 


North Vietnamese troops early 
today routed neutralist Laotian 
troops from Muong Soui, north- 
west of the Plain of Jars, and 
overran the town, the Defense 
Ministry announced. 


A spokesman said the North 


Vietnamese used about 
five 


tanks to drive out the neutralist 
battalion defending the town 108 
miles north of Vientiane. 


He said the ministry had lost 


radio contact with the defenders 
and had no casualty report. 


The spokesman said the mili- 


tary situation in northern Laos 
is worsening, with three Com- 
munist battalions surrounding 
Luang Prabang, the royal capi- 
tal 134 miles north of Vientiane, 
and

The Defense Ministry said 


Monday that the North Viet- 
namese and their allies of the 
Communist Pathet Lao were 
building up for an offensive in 
northern Laos.

Way to Deal 
With Strikes

WASHINGTON (AP( - Point- 


ing to the threat of a nationwide 
rail strike in the near future, 
President Nixon resubmitted to 
Congress today his 1970 plan to 
deal with threatened national 
emergency labor disputes in the 
rail, airline, maritime, long- 
shore and trucking industries. 


A controversial feature of the 


proposal would open the way to 
an imposed settlement should 
industry and employe negotia- 
tors reach an impasse that 
could lead to a walkout endan- 
gering the national health or 
safety. 


Called a "final offer selec- 


tion" plan, organized labor re- 
gards it as a form of compulso- 
ry arbitration and opposes it 
strongly. 


Nixon first proposed the legis- 


lative 
package, 
called 
the 


Emergency Public Protection 
Bill, last Feb. 27. Congress did 
not even hold hearings on the 
proposal. 


In his latest message, Nixon 


wrote: 


"The legislation I propose to- 


day would establish a frame- 
work for settling emergency 
transportation disputes in a rea- 
sonable and orderly fashion, 
fair to parties and without the 
shattering impact on the public 
of a transportation shut down.

Department is completing plans 
for rebuilding South Main Street. 
District Engineer, John Tallant, 
says they hope to have the work 
under contract by the 1st of July. 


Plans are to construct a street 


44 feet wide from 23rd Street to 
3rd Street (Highway 67). The 
work will include the rebuilding 
of storm sewers along South 
Main Street, which will alleviate 
the flooding conditions that now 
occur with every heavy rain. The 
highway department will rebuild 
all the sidewalks through the 
area and remove the trees from 
the right-of-way. 


Along with the work of the 


highway department, the City of 
Hope will rebuild all of the 
sanitary sewers on South Main. 
Most all the sewer 
lines 


throughout the area are in bad 
shape and residents have ex- 
perienced a lot of trouble from 
the sewer lines stopping up and 
backing sewerage into their 
property. Most all the old water 
mains will be replaced with new 
cast iron pipe, located back of 
the curb. The electric depart- 
ment and telephone company 
will have to reset the utility poles 
to provide for the additional 
width. 


The 44 foot width will allow 


room for parallel parking on 
each side of the street and still 
provide adequate room for 
traffic. The improvement to the 
storm sewers and sanitary 
sewers will remedy conditions 
that have been nagging the 
residents of South Main for a 
good many years and will 
provide an attractive entrance 
into the city. The Highway 
Department says that, except in 
a few instances, the existing 
right-of-way is' wide enough f

Rocket to 
Cause Dust 
Satellites

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) 
— Millions of tiny moon 


dust satellites will race into lu- 
nar orbit Thursday, freed from 
the parent body by the crash of 
Apollo 14's spent rocket stage. 


Some of these sand-like parti- 


cles will be hurled as fast as a 
mile per second into orbits as 
high as 60 miles, a scientist 
says. 


The Apollo 14 astronauts will 


be in lunar orbit by the time 
their S4B rocket stage slams 
into the moon, but they won't be 
able to see the crash or the little 
satellites. 
:.1 Dr. Gary Latham, of the La- 
mont-Doherty Geological Labo- 
ratory in New York, said the 
S4B will dig a crater more than 
30 feet deep and 150 to 200 feet 
wide at the top. 


Eventually, he said, the dust 


satellites will fall back to the

The S4B, falling about a mile 


and a half a second, is expected 
to crash early Thursday about 
114 miles south-southeast of the 
Apollo 12 landing site in the 
Ocean of Storms, Latham said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - When 


Congress renews the fight over 
funding the supersonic transport 
plane, the floor manager for the 
Nixon administration 
project,, 


likely will be Robert C. Byrd, 
the Senate's No. 2 Democrat. 


The West Virginian, who top- 


pled Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
of Massachusetts 
to become 


, party whip last month, is the 
new chairman of the transporta- 
tion subcommittee of the Appro- 
priations Committee, the panel 
that considers SST funds. 


Logically, this new assign- 


ment would throw Byrd, a sup- 
porter of the project, the job of 
trying to push the SST through 
the Senate. This means that in 
the first major battle since be- 
coming whip, Byrd probably 
will find himself opposing most 
of his fellow Democrats, includ- 
ing Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield. 


Under a compromise permit- 


ting adjournment of the 91st 
Congress only a day before its 
legal expiration, the House and 
Senate will have to consider 
next month a new appropria- 
tions bill financing the Depart- 
ment of Transportation, includ- 
ing the faster-than-sound plane, 
from March 30 to June 30, the 
end of the fiscal year. 


Byrd backed $290 million for 


the SST last year, when it was 
approved by the House and de- 
feated in the Senate, and is ex- 
pected to support the project 
again. 


While appointment 
to

subcommittee 


could be a boost for the admin- 
istration, the White House may 
see some changes in the way 
the Appropriations defense sub- 
committee is run.

Russell was a strong defender 


of Pentagon programs; Ellen- 
der is a long-time critic of de- 
fense waste.

North might 
have 17 high-card points and 
only the queen and jack of 
spades. 


The slam collapsed with 


the opening lead. South had 
to try the spade finesse and 
after it lost the ace of clubs 
was a sure setting trick. 


South was bitter about his 


partner's 15-point no-trump, 
the losing spade finesse and 
the fact that a spade was led 
against him. 


Let's see what would hap- 


pen if South had used the 
Jacoby Transfer we recom- 
mend in JACOBY MODERN.

South might settle for

North might look at his 15 
points and make a minimum 
rebid in hearts but he might 
decide he had just the right 
fit and bid three spades to 
show that ace and invite a 
slam. 


After that, South could go 


to six hearts which is a 
cinch as long as North is de- 
clarer, since a spade lead 
can't hurt him.

play. It turns out the five-year- 
old got a heroin capsule at his 
uncle's house by accident. Later 
a member of his family con- 
fessed 
to having "salted" 


Hallowe'en candy to protect the 
guilty. 


The facts, 
according 
to 


detectives in several large cities 
are: 


No known serious injuries have 


occurred from booby-trapped 
treats. 


Only one person has ever 


admitted to booby-trapping 
Hallowe'en treats, and she was 
later placed in a mental in- 
stitution. Hers was the only 
known arrest. 


Horror stories about poisoned 


goodies and pins in fruit are 
widely publicized and discussed. 
The follow-up of truth after 
thorough investigation, seldom 
makes big headlines, if any. 


Thus parents become so 


frightened that they accompany 
their kids on the rounds and 
forbid travelling out of their 
neighborhood (a good thing, but 
sad it must be brought about 
through fear). 


Actually last October 31 was 


one of the quietest Hallowe'ens in 
recent years, says a Los Angeles 
police department spokesman. It 
may be even quieter next year, 
for scare stories seldom die. -

reach an estimated 1.6 million 
blacks who remain unregistered 
despite the 1965 Voting Rights 
Act. 


"Substantial 
progress 
has 


been made but there is much 
left to be done," said John Lew- 
is, director of the nonpartisan 
Voter Education Project, Inc., 
one of the largest groups active 
in voter registration work. 


"You 
don't hear as much 


about voter registration 
now 


that the era of the big protest 
march is gone," he said. "But 
the job of registering blacks still 
involves hundreds 
of people. 


And there's still resistance to 
our work but of a more subtle 
shading." 


The project's annual report 


says more than two million 
blacks have been registered in 
the 11 Southern states since pas- 
sage of the Voting Rights Act. 
The report said 3.36 million 
blacks are on the books, out of 5 
million voting-age Negroes. 


The 
white 
registration 
is 


about 17 million out of 20 million 
in the voting-age group, the re- 
port said. 


"As the report indicates," 


Lewis said in an interview, "the 
pool of unregistered black vot- 
ers represents a great deal of as 
yet unexercised political muscle 
in the South. I would not be at 
all surprised to see the first 
black congressmen come from 
the region during the next five 
to 10 years." 


The report, compiled from 


census tables and tabulations of 
county registration figures, said 
Texas has the highest percent- 
age of registered Negro voters, 
84.7. 
The lowest percentage, 


55.4, in North Carolina. 


The percentages nationwide 


are 84.5 per cent for whites and 
66.9 per cent for blacks.. 


"People working in this area 


today don't find the violence 
that threatened us until late 
1966," said Lewis, 31. "There 
has been a realizati^ that that 
sort of thing is not effective." 


He said the project's survey 


showed some county , registrars 
had turned to other 4H|ans of 
blocking registration. ^** •" 


"In one county the registrar 


opens the books only at the 
courthouse. They used to regis- 
ter voters at various points in 
the county. Some people must 
now make an 80-mile round trip 
if they wish to register." 


The project's report said the 


increased black registration has 
produced dividends. More than 
110 black candidates were elect- 
ed to public office, ranging from 
legislatures to school boards, in 
the 1970 elections. 


They brought to 665 the num- 


ber of black elected officials in 
the South.

"there has been some progress 
in the definition of their posi- 
tions." 


He appealed "in this very dif-

President's 
Message Is 
Called Fonfosy 


By MIKE SHANAHAN

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon's economic message 
has drawn a Democratic chorus 
of criticism with one party lead- 
er calling it a "fantasy world of 
Alice in Wonderland." 


Zeroing in on the report sent 


to Congress Monday, the Demo- 
crats said Nixon did not show a 
willingness to use the 
full 


breadth of White House powers 
to drive down inflation and un- 
employment. 


The report, third of the Presi- 


dent's major messages to the 
new Congress, outlined goals for 
an orderly expansion of the 
economy this year to cap in 
mid-1972 with unemployment 
down from the current 6 per 
cent to 4Ms per cent and inflation 
declining to 3 per cent. Inflation 
rose 5.3 per cent in 1970. 


House 
Democratic 
Leader 


Hale Boggs of Louisiana, who 
made the Alice in Wonderland 
comparison, said there is noth- 
ing in the President's own sta- 
tistics to support his optimistic 
predictions. 


He said eight more cities have 


been added to the list of areas 
suffering heavy unemployment, 
making a total of 40, while the 
cost of living index in December 
rose to an annual rate of 6 per 
cent. 


In a broader attack on Nix- 


on's 
economic 
philosophies, 


Walter Heller, who advised 
President John F. Kennedy and 
Lyndon B. Johnson, said there 
is a lack of accounting for the 
future in Nixon's predictions. 


"What was strongly lacking 


was any evidence that we are 
taking out the necessary insur- 
ance to keep the inflationary 
chickens, or rather vultures, 
from coming home to roost in 
1972-73," he said. 


Instead of passing out "rosy 


forecasts that have very little 
prospect of fulfillment," Heller 
told the Senate-House Economic 
Committee, Nixon should tell 
Americans the true state of 
their economy—whether or not 
it's defined as a recession. 


After that, he said, Nixon 


should aim for a "full-employ- 
ment deficit to get full impetus 
out of the budget." 


The President should also 


raise taxes or reduce expendi- 
tures—measures which he said 
would assure a budget balance 
or surplus as full-employment 
got closer. 


Full employment is generally 


defined as about 4 per cent. 


Also urging a more aggres- 


sive role for Nixon was Rep. 
Henry S. Reuss, D-Wis., a Joint 
Economic Committee member 
who said he would submit legis- 
lation extending the President's 
power beyond March 31, to 
freeze wages and salaries. 


Nixon has refused to use such 


authority in the past and indi- 
cated in the economic report 
Monday he doesn't want the 
power now either.

Broadcasters 
Oppose Limit 
in Spending 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Dale Bumpers urged support of 
his bill to limit campaign ex- 
penditures during a speech be- 
fore the Arkansas Broadcasters 
Association here Monday. 


Ted Snider, vice president of 


KARK, Little Rock, spoke brief- 
ly against the bill before Bump- 
ers was introduced. 


"We oppose it because we 


feel it is unnecessary," Snider 
said. 
"The free enterprise system 


'akes care of that sort of thing." 


Snider said the bill would 


prohibit a citizen, in some 
cases, from supporting the can- 
didate of his choosing. 


Bumpers, when he got the 


microphone, did not back away 
a single step. "I feel some bills 
limiting campaign expenditures 
is an absolute must," he said. 


The broadcasters got about 10 


minutes to question Bumpers 
after his speech and the tone of 
the questioning indicated that 
the radio and television indus- 
try would rather see no bill at 
all, but that broadcasters are 
unalterably opposed to a pro- 
vision which would keep a 
candidate from spending more 
than half of his total outlay for 
broadcasting. 


On other topics, 
Bumpers

Beware Quacks Offering 


'Cures' for Arthritis 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


If you live long e n o u g h , 


you are almost certain to 
have osteoarthritis. One out 
of every three adult Ameri- 
cans has the disease and 97 
per cent of individuals over 
60 have signs of it. 


Osteoarthritis is the most 


common form of arthritis. It 
is not an inflammation but 
simple wear and tear on the 
joints. The tough gristle-like 
material, c a r t i l a g e , that 
coats the ends of the bones 
where they move a g a i n s t 
each other begins to wear 
out. The w e i g h t - b e a r i n g 
joints of the knees and hips 
are most often involved. 


Osteoarthritis is one of the 


oldest of man's diseases. It 
has been observed in ani- 
mals—at least as far back 
as the dinosaurs. 


Fortunately, only a small 


percentage of the p e o p l e 
with osteoarthritis have 
enough problems with it to 
cause very much pain or dis- 
ability. Evidence of the dis- 
ease can be seen on X rays 
even in people who have no 
symptoms. 


Changes in joints can be 


seen in people in their early 
40s. Sometimes the damaged 
joint is related to an injury. 
A good example is the foot- 
ball knee and the arthritic 
changes seen in a baseball 
pitcher's elbow. Ballet danc- 
ers sometimes have changes 
in the ankle joints. These 
are ah examples of the point 
that the joint that gets used 
is the one that wears out 
first. 


Although many people with 


osteoarthritic changes have 
no real problems, others do. 
The most common difficulty 
is restriction of movement 
with or without pain. 


Arthritic changes in the 


s p i n e occasionally c a u s e 
pressure on the nerves and 
produce pain that mimics 
pain caused by i n t e r n a l 
organs. 


Probably the single most 


useful medicine for osteo- 
arthritis is simple aspirin. 
Patients-often underrate the 
effectiveness of aspirin since 
it is so readily available. 
Don't! 


It is important to under- 


stand that while many use- 
ful things can be done for 
people with arthritis, there 
is no actual cure. Aspirin 
and other medications with 
similar a c t i o n s are used 
only to r e l i e v e pain. De- 
formed joints can sometimes 
be treated with surgery. 


Hormones are not indi- 


cated for the treatment of 
osteoarthritis except for rare 
instances requiring injec- 
tions directly into the joint. 
Female hormones given to 
women with osteoarthritis at 
the time of the menopause 
treat the menopause symp- 
toms, not the arthritis. There 
are no injections that cure 
arthritis of this type. 


Anyone who promises you 


they can cure you or offer 
dramatic t r e a t m e n t s for 
osteoarthritis is probably a 
quack. This includes such 
wild ideas as the use of cop- 
per wire b r a c e l e t s and 
boiled-down ocean water. 
Quacks prey on victims with 
incurable diseases. The best

WASHINGTON (AP) - New 


federal research indicates most 
young people will not experi- 
ence dangerous effects 
from 


short-term experimenting with 
marijuana, but lack of evidence 
makes it impossible to give the 
drug a clean bill of health. 


"The health picture with re- 


spect to marijuana must at 
present be regarded as frag- 
mentary 
and clearly incom- 


plete," the National Institute of 
Mental Health said Monday in 
its first detailed report to Con- 
gress on results of a $3-million- 
a-year study of pot. 


"Many of the most important 


questions regarding the implica- 
tions of long-term, chronic use 
will require significant periods 
of time to answer," the report 
stated. 


The 176-page report, drew

these conclusions: 


—Consequences of marijuana 


use "can range from no effects 
to a psychotic experience, and 
cannot be predicted for any in- 
dividual." 


—There is no evidence linking 


marijuana with cancer or birth 
defects. 


—Additional research is need- 


ed "before we can ascertain 
how much of a threat marijuana 
would pose to the general popu- 
lace if it were commonly used." 


The report reached virtually 


the same conclusions as preli- 
minary findings issued last Sep- 
tember. 


Dr. Bertram S. Brown, direc- 


tor of the National Institute of 
Mental Health, told a news 
conference: 


"The bulk of healthy young 


people, with short-term use of 
the drug, will have no deleter- 
ious effects—although a few of 
them will have such effects ...
